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MEC's site plan for Phase II of its proposed racing facility — to be called Michigan Downs — shows the three 
consecutive tracks at the north end, along Smith Road; barns and other maintenance buildings to the east, an 
automotive R&D/office building in the southeast corner, along Wick; mixed-usage facilities around an entertain- 
ment pavilion south of the track; and parking (with three accesses — one on Vining and two on Wick) to the south.

Members of the Romulus City Coun- 
cil and Romulus Planning Commission 
got an update on Magna Entertainment 

Corporation's proposed horseracing fa- 

cility during a "conceptual review" held 

inthe council chambers priorto Monday's 
council meeting. City planner Cynthia 

Lyon, AICP, got the meeting started with 

an overview of the three-stage Plan 

Development Agreement (PDA) pro- 

cess, which includes: 

¢ filing a PDA, a document detailing 
the scope of the project, the respon- 
sibilities of the parties involved, any 
deviations from zoning ordinances, 
and any specific considerations that 
the City and/or developer have rela- 
tive to the project; 

* the proposal of a preliminary site 
plan, which consists of a general 
layout illustrating the project's overall 
configuration, landscaping, lighting, 
signage, utilities, etc.; and 


e theproposalofafinalsite plan, which 
would be presented to the Planning 
Commission for its review and ap- 
proval prior to its presentation to the 
Romulus City Council. 

Magna representatives attending 
the conceptual review then presented 
an overview of their proposed facility, to 
be located on a 212-acre plot at the 
northeast corner of Vining and Wick 
roads. Construction would be completed 
in three phases: 1A, 1B, and 2. 

Phase 1A — based on operating a 
thoroughbred-only racetrack complex 
under "start-up" conditions —wouldcon- 
sist of: 

* concentric oval tracks (the outer, a 
1 '/e-mile dirt track; the inner, a 1-mile 
turf track) for thoroughbred racing; 

* a145,000-square-foot entertainment 
pavilion with capacity for approxi- 
mately 5,700 guests; 

¢ 2 "grooms quarters” with 52 dorms 
per building; 


e 24 barns for up to 756 horses; 

e additional outbuildings, including an 
enclosure for waste transfer to mini- 
mize the impact of unsightly trash 
and unpleasant odors; 

e 1,800 parking spaces, with “over- 
flow" parking for an additional 1,200 
vehicles; and 

* a25,000-square-foot automotive re- 
search & developmenvVoffice building 
with 200 parking spaces. 

According to Magna presidenvCEO 
Jim McAlpine, this phase (and, per- 
haps, part or all of Phase 1B) could be 
completed within about 18 months of 
the company's acquisition of all required 
permits and licenses. 

Phase 1B — involving expansion of 
the existing racing facilities, as well as 
the possibility of gaming uses permitted 
under Michigan law — would consist of: 
¢ the possible addition of a third track 

(inside the others) forharness racing;

e an expanded track-side apron with 
pavilions and grandstands; 

e addition ofathird"grooms quarters’; 

e additional barns, bringing the total 
number of stables to about 1,200; 
and 

e expansion of parking facilities to ac- 
commodate 3,000 vehicles, with 
overflow parking for an additional 
1,000. 

Finally, Phase 2 — which would not 
involve any changes to the "backstretch” 
(the track, barns, grooms quarters, and 
other outbuildings) 
construction of approximately 675,000 
square feet of "mixed use" development 
and a parking structure that would in- 
crease the facility's total number of 
spaces (including overflow) to about 
7,600. 

Because unpredictable factors such 
as market demand, economic climate, 
and financing will significantly impact 
plans regarding the mixed-use portion 
of the development, specific uses have 
not yet been identified, but the possibili- 
ties include retail, commercial, office, 
residential, hotel, convention, and/or 
movie theater projects. 

Following Magna’s presentation, 
Planning Commission and City Council 
members raised a number of concerns, 
drawing responses from both Lyon and 
Magna representatives. 

Councilman William Crova raised 
two objections, one involving his fear 
that Magna was not allowing enough 
room for expansion of the research &

development/office facility; the other re- 
garding his dislike for the proposed use 
of gravel for "overflow" parking lots. 

"World-class facilities and gravel 
parking lots just don't go together with 
me," he told McAlpine, who assured him 
that Magna would be more than willing 
to work with the City to find an accept- 
able alternative. McAlpine also sug- 
gested that there would probably be 
enough land to the east of the proposed 
research facility to double its size, and 
promised to discuss the possibility with 
his company. 

Councilwoman Debbie Romak was 
joined by several of her colleagues in 
objecting to Magna's choice of black- 
vinyl-coated chain-link fencing for the 
project's perimeter. Both Magna repre- 
sentatives and Lyon noted thatthe fenc- 
ing would be almost entirely obscured 
by berms and greenery, but at least 
some Council members were unmollified 
by the explanation. 

Finally—in response to several ques- 
tions regarding the future of the project 
if Michigan's legislature fails to amend 
the state laws to allow Magna (which 
currently operates Great Lakes Downs) 
to open a second racing facility — 
McAlpine assured the City that his com- 
pany would close or sell Great Lakes 
Downs to make way for a Michigan 
Downs operating license. 

A formal public hearing before the 
Planning Commission is set for Wednes- 
day, July 30, at 7 p.m., to be followed by 
a presentation to City Council at its first 
or second meeting in August.
